

HONEYMOON’S OVER 


A DREAM trip of a lifetime for 
two Harlow honeymooners has 
been wrecked by the collapse of 
holiday tour operator XL. 

Milwards residents Mel Weston (23) 
and her fiance Andrew Milsom (22), 
pictured right, were due to jet off after 
their wedding at Down Hall - where he 
works as a chef - to St Lucia, courtesy 
of a family wedding gift, in October. 

But the closure of travel giant XL last 
Thursday means the £1,600 present has 
been cancelled with no refund. 

The couple’s children, Harry (3) and 
Charlie (5), were to be looked after by Miss 
Weston’s mother on a Spanish break while 
the newlyweds lazed on the beach, scuba- 
dived and jet-skied at the all-inclusive 
Caribbean resort. 

“I still can’t believe it,” said finance 
director Miss Weston. “I came down on 
Thursday morning and saw it on GMTV I 
just thought ‘Oh no, it’s not booked 
through XL, is it?’ 

“I phoned Andrew’s mum, who told me 
it definitely was booked through XL and 
told me to forget about it as it looked like 
we weren’t going to go. 

“We were looking forward to it more

than the wedding; the day would have been 
as stressful as it was to organise so we were 
really looking forward to getting rid of the 
kids for eight days and just relaxing, and 
the odd dive and jet-ski, but basically 
lounging on the beach doing nothing.” 

The couple’s honeymoon was one of 
200,000 advance bookings cancelled by 
XL and only those who paid by credit card 
are covered for a refund. 

The operator has also made thousands of 
staff redundant and initially it was believed 
as many as 67,000 people were stranded on 
holiday. 

XL blamed rising fuel costs and a drop 
in bookings due to the credit crunch as the 
main reasons for its collapse. 

“We still haven’t heard anything from 
XL; we can’t get on the website as it’s 
jammed and we can’t get through on the 
phone, so we have just written it off,” 
added Miss Weston. 

“It has kind of put a downer on the wed¬ 
ding; it’s not ruined, of course, but it’s not 
exactly off to the perfect start and we can’t 
afford to book something else as all our 
savings have gone on the wedding.”

Railway deaths 
toll reaches nine

through Harlow this week mossc@hertsessexnews.co.uk 
claimed its ninth fatality 

of the year. 1.50pm on Saturday at Harlow 

A man thought to be in his Mill Station by the Stansted to 
mid-40s was hit shortly before Liverpool Street service. 
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According to police, the driv¬ 
er reported seeing the man jump 
from the platform and stand in 
front of the train, which was not 
scheduled to stop at Harlow 
Mill. 

The man was pronounced 
dead at the scene by para¬ 
medics, and British Transport 
Police confirmed they are not 
treating the death as suspicious. 

The victim had not been for¬ 
mally identified as the Star 
went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

The Harlow to London line 
was closed in both directions 
for almost two hours as a result 
of the incident, causing chaos 
for scores of holidaymakers try¬ 
ing to get to Stansted Airport 
for flights. 

The death was the first since 
Harlow man Gary Planck (43) 
died on the tracks in June, and 
came just one week after 
inquests were held into five of 
the eight deaths on the town’s 
rail network since the end of 
February. 

Juries returned verdicts of 
suicide in two of the five cases, 
an open verdict in one and rul¬ 
ings of accidental death in the 


other two. 

Saturday’s fatality brings the 
death toll on Harlow’s railways 
to a grim total - in the same six- 
month period last year, 132 peo¬ 
ple died as a result of accident, 
trespass or suicide on the UK’s 
rail network. Based on this fig¬ 
ure, Harlow has now suffered 
the equivalent of more than one 
in every 10 of the country’s rail 
fatalities. 

Speaking to the Star this 
week, Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said: “Since the rail deaths, I 
have met with both the rail 
operators and other relevant 
agencies and I am convinced 
that they are taking this situa¬ 
tion extremely seriously and 
have put measures in place to 
try and prevent further deaths. 

“I will keep monitoring and 
pressing the agencies on this 
issue. My deepest sympathies 
extend to the family of the gen¬ 
tleman who died at the station.” 
# IN an unrelated incident on 
the same line, a man in his mid- 
20s died on Sunday at 1.29pm 
after being struck by a train at a 
foot crossing off Cannons 
Close, Bishop’s Stortford. He 
has yet to be identified. 


Housing call for soldiers 


HARLOW’S MP is urging the 
council to reconsider its housing 
allocation system which he 
believes is letting down service¬ 
men coming home from active 
service abroad. 

Mr Rammell has written to 
Harlow Council chief executive 
Malcolm Morley, seeking a 
review of the authority’s Choice- 
Based Lettings scheme which 
does not give priority to return¬ 
ing servicemen. 


A constituent who is returning 
to Harlow in November and has 
faced difficulty accessing coun¬ 
cil accommodation is being 
assisted by Mr Rammell, who 
feels those doing dangerous jobs 
in extreme conditions should get 
priority. 

“During my time working in 
the Foreign Office, I saw too 
often the challenges faced by ex- 
servicemen when they returned 
from active service,” he said. 
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Truancy campaign 

AN advertising campaign has been 
launched to urge children not to play truant. 

Essex County Council’s publicity drive is 
aimed at pupils rather than parents and 
emphasises the academic and financial 
rewards put at risk by poor school attendance. 

Council leader Lord Hanningfield said:

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Huge service charge 
increases 'crippling'

HIKES in service charges could be 
financially crippling for some of 
Harlow Council’s leaseholders. 

More than 2,300 residents have seen their 
bills rise by an average of 20 per cent - and in 
some cases by 50 per cent more. 

The council insists the rises are fair and reflect 
the real cost of the services but the move has infu¬ 
riated some residents at a time when budgets are 
tight. 

Stort Tower resident Elaine McCarthy said: 
“There is a Government cap on rent rises in coun¬ 
cil accommodation but increases for leaseholders 
are outside any Government cap and therefore there 
is an incentive for the council to claw back funds in 
this way and there is no restraint mechanism to pre¬ 
vent such extortion. As a leaseholder on a small 
fixed income, these charges are crippling for me.” 

Nigel Ayres, of Sherwood House, in Bush Fair, 
has seen his annual bill rise from £679 to £827 and 
said: “To be legal, service charges must be fair and 
reasonable. Therefore I am of the opinion that 
Harlow Council has acted in an illegal manner to 
submit charges to their residents incorporating such 
a massive increase.” 

Before the revised charges were set in February, 
bills were based on a town-wide average with 
everyone paying the same. Now tenants are charged 
according to the actual cost for their estate or block. 

Housing committee chairman Joshua Jolles 
(Conservative) said any leaseholder can appeal to 
the Feasehold Valuation Tribunal. 


Recognition for life-saving policeman 



A POLICEMAN has been recognised for saving 
a man’s life. 

Harlow PC Mark Aken, (27) helped to rescue a 
man after he was stabbed outside a takeaway in 
Ilford. 

He was honoured with a certificate by the Royal 
Humane Society in a special ceremony on 
Thursday. 

“My first thought was to save the man’s life as 
part of my job,” said Mr Aken. “It was the first 
time that I have ever had to administer first aid 
as serious as that.” 

The incident took place in November 2006 when 
police responded to reports of two women 
attacking a man with a broken bottle and knife. 
Mr Aken, based in the Metropolitan Police’s 
Territorial Support Group, began to administer 
first aid and when the victim stopped breathing 
he and a colleague carried out CPR until 
paramedics arrived. 

The victim underwent emergency surgery and 
remained in a critical condition for several days. 
Metropolitan Police Commissioner Sir Ian 
Blair, who presented the awards, said: “Officers 
are called to respond to extraordinary situations 
every day but the actions of these men and 
women have been truly exceptional and I am 
delighted to recognise their tremendous courage 
and commitment.”

Re-trial finds 
man guilty of 
murder again 

A MAN has been convicted 
of a brutal North Weald 
murder for the second time 
after being found guilty at a 
re-trial. 

Jayant Ramchurn (42) was 
originally convicted at 
Chelmsford Crown Court in 
July 2006 of the murder of 
Dharam Fuckhee, whose 
body was found in a ditch in 
Epping Forest in April 2005. 
In July last year, the 
conviction was quashed by 
the Court of Appeal which 
ordered a retrial. 

However, at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Wednesday, 
Ramchurn was found guilty 
once again and sentenced to 
life imprisonment with a 
minimum term of 12 years. 
Chief Superintendent Colin 
Steele, of Essex Police, 
welcomed the verdict. 
“Jayant Ramchurn believed 
that killing Dharam was the 
only way to stop an affair 
with his wife and killed him 
in a violent manner and 
disposed of the body in a 
ditch,” he said. 

“After investigating the 
death, we felt the only 
verdict should be murder 
and are pleased the court 
has examined all the 
evidence and returned that 
verdict. 

“Our thoughts today are 
with Dharam’s family, who 
we hope can find some 
closure and continue with 
their lives.”

THIEVES stole a sick pensioner’s 
mobility scooter from his garden 
and then torched it in a nearby 
recreation area. 

The scooter is a lifeline for emphyse¬ 
ma sufferer Bill Nichols (73) but it was 
taken from his Waterhouse Moor home 
on Sunday night in what police have 
called a particularly callous crime. 

He is now practically housebound since he 
cannot walk unaided without becoming 
breathless and tired. 

“They couldn’t drive it, so they must have 
had to push it to the paddling pool at Bush 
Fair,” said his wife Joyce (71). “He needs it 
to go anywhere and everywhere, so it’s very 
inconvenient.” 

Next door neighbour Sharmaine Bignell 
(35) added: “I’m so disgusted because of his 
age. It’s bad enough someone stealing it, but 
setting it on fire is appalling. 

“They must have thought it was really 
funny, and done some joyriding and either 
pushed it or hotwired it - it’s absolutely dis¬ 
gusting. 

“The fact he can't go out now shows how 
wrong doing something like this is.” 

Mr and Mrs Nichols discovered the scoot¬ 
er missing shortly before 8am on Monday 
morning and alerted police immediately. 

“It was quite a shock to say the least when 
we saw that it wasn’t there,” added Mrs 
Nichols. 


The scooter was discovered an hour later 
by another of the couple’s neighbours who 
was on his way to work when he spotted the 
bumt-out remains. 

An Essex Police spokeswoman told the 
Star on Monday: “It would have been obvi¬ 
ous to thieves that this was to be used by an 


elderly or disabled person, so it makes it par¬ 
ticularly callous that someone should take it 
causing even more distress.” 

She urged anybody who witnessed the 
theft or has information about those respon¬ 
sible to call officers at Harlow police station 
on 0300 3334444.

SIR, What on Earth has happened to Harlow 
Playhouse? They are now seeking to recruit 
their fourth general manager in less than a 
year. 

Months ago, whilst still a serving member of 
the council, I called upon head of 
community services Lynn Seward to resign 
over the fiasco at The Playhouse that she was 
directly responsible for. 

For having the impertinence to tell the truth, 

I was hauled over the coals, dragged up in 
front of the monitoring officer for the 
council and reported to the bungling and 
inept Standards Board for England and 
Wales, which to this very day has still not 
reached a decision. 

Lynn and her cronies, including the chief 
executive of the council, have practically 
killed The Playhouse. They have axed the 
Playhouse Theatre School and theatre classes 
attended by hundreds of the town’s young 
people. They have flogged off costumes and 
props built up by the theatre for decades and 
providing the theatre with much needed 
revenue and worst of the worst, cancelled the 
community pantomime which was written, 
produced, directed, designed, staged and 
performed by local people, many of them 
children. 

They have replaced this with a scaled-down 
production paying E-list celebrities for doing 
what thousands of performers over the years 
have done for free in return for gaining 
valuable experience which could launch their 
theatrical careers. There is no room in the 
new Playhouse regime for the community, 
barring a couple of walk on parts for kids - 
who will only rehearse for the very first time 
12 days before the panto opens. This is a 
total disgrace. 

Lynn Seward now simply must resign her 
position and the council should get on 
bended knee and beg Phil Dale to come back 
and save the theatre. 

Over the years, The Playhouse has produced 
a number of farces but not nearly as farcical 
as the one being conducted by the officers of 


Harlow Council who, if left unchecked, will 
ensure we lose The Playhouse forever.

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Pod flats size 
'too cramped'

THE building firm behind a multi-million 
pound housing development in Harlow has 
been accused of erecting some of the “most 
cramped housing in Europe” on its Fifth 
Avenue site. 

Barratt Homes came under fire in an article in 
The Guardian newspaper about the shrinking size 
of the average British home - revealed to be a mere 
76 sq m, which is only slightly more than half the 
average size of a new property in Denmark. 

The company will soon be offering prospective buyers 
some of the smallest one-bedroom apartments on the 
market - dubbed ‘Manhattan Pods’ because of their 
diminutive size - inviting criticism not only from the 
national press but also from Harlow Civic Society. 

The flats will feature an open-plan living and dining 
room measuring just 3m by 3.6m, a kitchen, double bed¬ 
room, bathroom and balcony, all squeezed into a total 
floor space of just 34 sq m. 

Civic society vice-chairman John Curry told the Star: 
“Call me a cynic, but it seems to me that Barratt is try¬ 
ing to cram as many properties into its development as 
possible.

“They may claim it’s purely to help out first-time buy¬ 
ers, and I can understand partly where they’re coming 
from, but I think it’s more to do with maximising prof¬ 
its.” 

But Barratt North London managing director Glyn 
Hopping disagreed, claiming the apartments were 
designed specifically with first-time buy¬ 
ers in mind. 

“The Manhattan apartment is a Barratt 
initiative designed to bridge the affordabil¬ 
ity gap for first-time buyers - and already 
five have been reserved,” he said. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell agreed with 
Mr Hopping’s assessment, insisting Barratt 
was delivering on its promise to provide 
affordable housing. 

“When people try to buy a home, most 
tend to be prepared to look for something 
smaller,” he said. “That is even more the 
case with the property market as it is at the 
moment. 

“My overriding priority is to get more 
affordable homes in Harlow, both for rent 
and for purchase, and the Fifth Avenue 
development is delivering this.”

Council faces 'scary' risks 


HARLOW Council faces a 
number of significant “strate¬ 
gic risks” which could have a 
critical impact on the town, 
Civic Centre chiefs have 
warned. 

The audit and improvement 
committee learnt of the situa¬ 
tion last Wednesday when 
officers presented an updated 
report on potential problems 
facing the authority, drawn up 
in conjunction with insurance 
company Zurich Municipal. 

Although action plans have 
been formulated to tackle 
seven key risks identified in 
late 2007, four of them 
remain “unacceptably high” 
because decisions needed to 
overcome them have not yet 
been taken. 

The most serious threat is 
of financial pressures impact¬ 
ing on the required level of 


service provision in the town, 
rated as a high likelihood with 
a potentially critical impact 
which could result in the 
withdrawal of services, 
decline of service provision, 
tension between service 
providers, deterioration of the 
relationship between council¬ 
lors and officers, public dis¬ 
quiet and negative media cov¬ 
erage. 

Difficulty in recruiting and 
retaining key staff, particular¬ 
ly in professional areas and 
senior management positions, 
is rated as a significant likeli¬ 
hood with a critical impact, 
possibly resulting in council 
activities not being effectively 
carried out and pressure to 
offer more lucrative salaries. 

The expiry in April 2009 of 
the town’s existing waste con¬ 
tract has the same risk profile 


rating due to difficulties set¬ 
tling on its replacement, with 
possible consequences of bins 
going unemptied and damage 
to the council’s reputation. 

Finally, insufficient invest¬ 
ment in the town in the future 
is identified as a likely prob¬ 
lem too. 

Speaking at Wednesday’s 
meeting, opposition council¬ 
lor Tony Durcan (Labour) 
described the report as 
“scary”. 

“Such a high level of strate¬ 
gic risk is unprecedented in 
the recent history of this 
council,” he said. 

Lorna Spenceley (Liberal 
Democrat) proposed mem¬ 
bers from all parties play a 
greater role in drawing up the 
report of potential risks, 
alongside officers, an idea 
which was approved.

THE behaviour of a 
Harlow health club has 
prompted MP Bill 
Rammell to complain 
about it to a Govern¬ 
ment watchdog. 

Mr Rammell this week 
roundly criticised Esporta, in 
The Water Gardens, as the 
most problematic local busi¬ 
ness he has had to deal with 
during his 11 years as the 
town’s MR 

More than 20 constituents 
have contacted him during the 
past two years with gripes about 
Esporta’s financial practices. 

Initially, he was successful in 
getting the disputes resolved but 
in more recent cases his letters 
have been ignored, spurring his 
decision to pass details of all the 
cases to the Chief Financial 
Ombudsman. 

The complaints centre on the 
methods used by Esporta to per¬ 
suade people to sign up for 
membership and its reluctance to 
allow them to cancel it subse¬ 
quently. 

Mr Rammell claimed the 
firm’s “unfair tactics” have 
included aggressive marketing 
techniques, imposition of unre¬ 
alistic contract cancellation 
notice periods, cancellation noti¬ 
fications being ignored and 
unreasonable financial penalties.

“I have received more com¬ 
plaints about Esporta over a sus¬ 
tained period than I have ever 
received about any other compa¬ 
ny operating in Harlow,” he said. 

“Clearly, the company did not 
feel they needed to continue to 
investigate my constituents’ con¬ 
cerns and cancel memberships 
where there is a justifiable rea¬ 
son for doing do. I therefore felt 
the company needed to be 
referred to the Chief Financial 
Ombudsman, who is responsible 
for investigating companies 
engaged in unfair practice.” 

A spokesman for the Financial 
Ombudsman Service said that 
although it mainly deals with 
companies offering financial 
services, it could investigate 
businesses such as health clubs 
when their membership con¬ 
tracts take the form of a con¬ 
sumer credit agreement. 

The Star contacted Esporta 
for comment but no-one was 
available at the time of going to 
press. 

In April, when Mr Rammell 
last raised concerns about the 
firm, a spokesman pointed out 
that only a fraction of its mem¬ 
bers had complained, with the 
majority perfectly satisfied.

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Bin plea fails 
to get U-turn

COUNCILLORS have refused to 
back down over plans for new waste 
collection arrangements in Harlow, 
despite being handed a petition to 
bin the changes signed by almost 
2,500 residents. 

Harlow and District Pensioners’ Action 
Association chairman Les Coben present¬ 
ed the petition of 2,459 signatures to a full 
meeting of Harlow Council on Thursday, 
accusing the Tory administration of 
deceiving the public. 

Calling on the ruling group’s councillors to 
put themselves up for re-election over the 
issue, he said the petition was indicative of the 
weight of opinion on the matter and that resi¬ 
dents were unhappy with proposals to scrap 
weekly bin collections and introduce a system 
of fortnightly pick-ups from wheeled bins. 

Labour member and former joint council 
leader Tony Durcan waded into the debate by 
expressing his party’s support for the petition 
and claimed the current system of weekly black 
bag collections was part of the town’s “legacy”. 

“Harlow is not designed for wheeled bins,” 
he said. “Why can’t we keep the weekly black 
bag collections? This town has a legacy and we 
want to keep that and build upon it.” 

But council leader Andrew Johnson assured 
Mr Coben assisted collections would still be 
offered to the elderly and disabled, and reiterat¬ 
ed that weekly collections of food waste would 
continue, insisting: “When people find out that 
their food waste will still be collected on a 
weekly basis, they are actually very happy with 
the proposals. 

“Obviously, there will be problems imple¬ 
menting the new system, but we will be hold¬ 
ing a number of meetings with members of the 
public to help them understand why and how 
we are changing it, which is more than the pre¬ 
vious administration ever did.”

Window on history 


NORTH Weald Airfield’s 
rich 90-year history has 
been commemorated with 
the unveiling of a special 
stained glass window. 
Dignitaries including former 
Chingford MP Norman 
Tebbit, who served at North 
Weald as an RAF pilot, 
attended the ceremony on 
Sunday to coincide with the 
start of Battle of Britain 
Week. 

The window, which cost 
£12,000, has been installed 
at the airfield’s museum, Ad 
Astra House, and is 
dedicated to all those who 
served at the former RAF 
station, which is now a 
civilian airfield. 

It features images of a 
Second World War fighter 
pilot and ground crew 
surrounded by a selection of 
the aircraft which flew from 
North Weald during its 48 
years as a military base. The 
pilot is flanked by the crests 
of RAF Fighter Command 
and 56 Squadron, the 
longest-serving of the 50 


squadrons from seven 
countries that operated from 
the airfield. 

The design also includes a 
depiction of the famous 
radio masts which were a 
dominant feature of the 
North Weald skyline for 
many years. 

North Weald Airfield 
Association chairman 
Stephen Wagstaffe said: 
“This project has been 
supported by voluntary 
contributions from the RAF, 
the RAF Association, several 
RAF squadron associations, 
the Spitfire Association, 
Essex County Council, 
Epping Forest District 
Council, North Weald 
Saturday Market and many 
museum association 
members and private 
individuals. 

“All those who contributed 
have a deep feeling for the 
airfield and an appreciation 
of what the men and women 
who served there throughout 
two world wars did for the 
safety of this country.” 


Police urge greater security 
following rash of burglaries 


POLICE have warned of an 
escalation in the number of 
house burglaries in Harlow 
and have advised residents to 
take greater precautions to 
avoid being targeted.

In one case, intrud¬ 
ers even snatched personal 
letters and a child’s piggy 
bank. 

A mountain bike and elec¬ 
tric saw were taken from a 
shed in Upper Mealines, 
while copper pressings and 
stainless steel coils went from 
Lynar Engineers, in 
Edinburgh Place. 


A concrete-breaker ham¬

Harlow brought back 
happy memories for some 
readers. 

Dave Cox, of Spencers Croft, 
worked in the shop in the early 
and mid-’60s, before it was 
closed to make way for the 
redevelopment of High Street. 
He recalls: “Tates’ was the ultimate 
general store. It sold tinned food, 
washing powders, soft drinks, 
sweets and ice creams, as well as 
bicycle, sport and fishing 
accessories, firewood, paraffin, oil 
and petrol. 

“It also had a large selection of 
toys and games, did bicycle repairs 
and had a small storage area for 
people from outlying villages to 
leave their bikes, before going on 
into the town or city.”

and helped on the petrol pump. I 
remember being pleased when the 
price of petrol was increased to 
five shillings a gallon, as it was 
much easier to calculate the bill 
than when the price was four 
shillings and 10 pence h’penny! 
“Every other week I had to load a 
block of ice cream into the basket 
on the front of the shop bike and 
pedal up to the hospital near 
Hubbards Hall, off Churchgate 
Street -1 think it may have been 
called Hillingdon House. If I was 
lucky, in the winter, old Mr Tate 
would get his car out and take me 
up there.” 

Martin Gladwin, of East Park, also 
recalls Tates’ Stores, as a youngster 
in the 1950s. 

“It was an Aladdin’s Cave, selling 
everything!” he said. “At the back 
of the store, up a small flight of 
steps and behind a curtain, was the 
toy store, made all the more 
intriguing because of the curtain.” 
Nostalgia understands that when 
the shop closed, Mr and Mrs Tate 
move to Redricks Lane and Frank 
moved around the corner near to 
the Men’s Institute, going off to 
work for B&R Relays.

SCIENTISTS are hoping to solve 
the mystery of how the world 
was created by carrying out a 
huge experiment to test the Big 
Bang theory. 

Some believe the Universe was formed 
when tiny particles smashed into each 
other and formed planets. 

Now an international team of experts 
hope to test this theory - known as the 
Big Bang - by shooting particles at each 
other in an underground tunnel at top 
speed. 

The experiment is being carried out in a 
special machine called a Large Hadron 
Collider which cost an incredible £5bn to 
build. 


The machine is buried 80 metres 
underground inside a 17-mile long 
tunnel on the border between France 
and Switzerland. 

Last Wednesday the first beam of tiny 
particles were fired around the tunnel 
and when they are whizzing around fast 
enough the scientists will smash the 
particles into each other to see what 
happens afterwards. 

Some critics fear it could be dangerous 
but most people believe it is perfectly 
safe. 

Scientist Dr James Gillies, who is 
working on the experiment, said: “We 
are very excited about the project.We 
hope to learn more about this wonderful 
Universe of ours."

“Families can turn up, go off and do 
loads of different things under one 
roof, it’s not how it used to be - 
coming in, doing 40 minutes of 
sport and then going - there’s too 
much going on just for that.” 

Also on the tour was Harlow MP 


Bill Rammell, who said: “I’m 
incredibly pleased with the progress; 
this has been 10 years in the 
making. 

“This is going to be a state-of-the- 
art facility which Harlow really 
deserves. Harlow has always been 
well-known for its sport and leisure 
provision - we are not at the 
moment, but this really gets it back 
to the level where it should be.” 
Richard Nixon, regional director of 
construction firm Leadbitter, said: 
“This is a very hi-tech leisure centre 
with good money being spent on it, 
and it’s on target to be finished.”

PLANS to improve Harlow’s con¬ 
gested road network are gathering 
pace after the minister for trans¬ 
port visited to see the extent of 
traffic problems for herself. 

Rosie Winterton was given a whistle- 
stop tour of the town’s traffic hotspots, 
including First Avenue, Churchgate 
Street and Newhall Farm, before meet¬ 
ing with council chiefs for a presenta¬ 
tion on proposed improvements - 
including outline plans for a new bypass 
linking the A414 to the Ml 1. 

She was invited by Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell after the pair met earlier this year 
to discuss the possibility of including the 
proposed bypass in the Government’s next 
regional funding allocation. 

Speaking to the Star afterwards, she said 
she understood residents’ concerns about 
congestion and had been impressed with 
traffic-easing proposals put forward by a 
cross-party, multi-agency group including 
district and county councillors and develop¬ 
ment chiefs. 

“To be able to see the problems first-hand 
and meet everyone involved with putting 
forward the evidence as to why these 
improvements are so important for Harlow 
has been very helpful,” she said. 

“When you’re sitting at a desk in 
Whitehall it’s sometimes difficult to envis¬ 
age some of the issues being put forward, 
but the fact we have sat together today and 
discussed transport and growth objectives 
for the town in detail is important progress. 

“Of course, people are keen to see that the 
necessary transport infrastructure is in place 
to support Harlow’s future growth and t have 
been impressed with the hard work that’s 
been put in to identify problem areas and 
suggest solutions.” 

Mr Rammell added: “The next five 
months are absolutely crucial in building a 
solid case for the inclusion of a new bypass 
in the next regional funding allocation, and 
we will be working very hard to ensure that 
we put forward a strong argument.”

REPORTS of Club Quattroz’s 
untimely demise are greatly 
exaggerated - just ask the packed 
house of fabulous fashionistas who 
flocked to the fledgling venue’s 
grand re-opening night.

Even more impressive were 
Reading’s show-stealing next-big- 
things Fox Cubs, who took to the 
stage in a whirlwind wig-out of big 
hair, bigger riffs and sleazy synths 
that threatened to blow the speakers 
with unapologetic ferocity. 

Amid such luminous peers, local 
lads New Town Pioneers did well to 
make a lasting impact with their 
textured, chiming post-rock, 
although their complex, multi¬ 
layered approach was one of the 
most notable casualties of the sub- 
par sound on the night. 

Essex screamo-types 33 Revolutions 
took the local vote, however, by 
turning in a blistering set of Biffy 
Clyro-esque rock posturing, crashing 
riffs and howling vocals that almost 
resulted in some impromptu crowd¬ 
surfing from several rather excited 


audience members before stern 
glances from the no-nonsense 
security staff somewhat dampened 
their ardour. 

But London’s Messengers relied a 
little too heavily on the delay pedal 
and some promising math rock 
workouts got buried beneath an 
avalanche of ear-splitting reverb, 
which was only exacerbated by the 
treble being turned up to 11. 

So Quattroz is back and - save for 
some annoying technical glitches - 
better than ever, and live music in 
Harlow continues to go from 
strength to strength. 

And with the mighty Square now 
finding its feet again after a year-long 
hiatus, a bit of healthy competition 
from a resurgent Quattroz should 
mean we’re really spoilt for choice.

Marrying the absurd pyrotechnics of an 
overblown Van Damme epic with the razor- 
sharp wit of This Is Spinal Tap is no easy 
task, but fledgling director Stiller pulls it off 
remarkably well and proves once again that 
his talents extend well beyond pouting for 
the camera. 

The plot is simple enough; through a series of 
freak occurrences, three pampered actors 
shooting a war film find themselves slap bang in

the middle of a genuine conflict, armed only with 
blank rounds and their enormous egos. 

It’s a story that’s popped up several times in one 
guise or another - The Three Amigos! perhaps 
being its closest counterpart - but it’s an 
enjoyable premise nonetheless, especially as it 
gives the film’s three talented leads free rein to 
satisfyingly ham it up to hitherto unimaginable 
levels. 

And what leads they are - Jack Black is a 
lowbrow comedy star suffering from heroin 
withdrawal, Ben Stiller is the washed-up action 
hero desperate to get ‘serious’ and the mercurial 
Robert Downey Jr is a self-indulgent method actor 
so wrapped up in his craft that he undergoes a 


procedure to become black for his role. 

Desperate director Steve Cockburn (Steve 
Coogan) is struggling to make a Vietnam war epic 
and unwittingly dumps his cast in the middle of a 
jungle war zone at the behest of a livid, cigar- 
chomping producer (an unbilled Tom Cruise, 
believe it or not). 

But what starts off as a routine shoot - albeit 
hindered by the tempers, tantrums and tears of 
three of the most egotistical, idiosyncratic movie 
stars in Hollywood - soon becomes a little more 
serious when they lose their frazzled director and 
blindly battle on against villains who are playing 
for real. 

With the kind of spot-on satire that could only 
have been created by those with insider 
experience of the film industry, its self-delusional, 
narcissistic stars and the overblown folly of big- 
budget film-making, this is simply unmissable.

WOAH, dude, it’s like that rarest of rare 
things, man, a stoner comedy, right, but 
like one where you don’t have to be 
stoned to like enjoy it - know what I 
mean, man?

And once again it’s the team who bought 
us last year’s summer smashes Knocked 
Up and Superbad at the helm, proving 
that anything producer Judd Apatow and 
writer/star Seth Rogen touch instantly 
turns to box office gold. 

Rogen plays Dale Denton, a fed-up 
process server with a weed fixation who 
unwittingly witnesses a murder and runs 
scared to his best mate and dealer Saul 
(James Franco), leaving a half-smoked 
joint at the scene. 

Unfortunately for the paranoid pair, the 
murderer turns out to be Saul’s main 
supplier and soon idenitifies the rare strain 
of cannabis in Denton’s discarded reefer 
as his own Pineapple Express variety. 

His fearsome goons are soon on the trail 
of our half-baked heroes as they embark 
on a madcap and increasingly violent road 
trip across state in a vain attempt to 
outrun their troubles, but are ultimately 
forced to snap out of their drug-induced 
stupor to face up to their relentless 
aggressors - using rather large guns, 
naturally.

Checking in for a holiday in Hell 


WESTWORLD 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

In a varied writing career, Michael Crichton’s carved 
himself out a respectable and most successful niche 
as the author of cautionary sci-fi tales such as The 
Andromeda Strain and Jurassic Park, in which 
infallible new science proves to be all too 
disaster-prone when mixed in with human 
error. 

It’s fitting that he scripted and directed 
1973’s Westworld, arguably the most 
satisfying distillation of his various themes. 

In the near future, Delos has cornered the 
market in luxury breaks for the wealthy, 
creating a hi-tech adult amusement park 
divided into the three themed realms of 
Roman World, Medieval World and 
Westworld. 

Each is populated by servile, astonishingly 
lifelike robots, and guests get to live out their 
fantasies at Roman orgies, jousting tournaments or 
saloon bar brawls, safe in the knowledge that those 
they kill are only machines and that the safety 
protocols in place mean they can never be harmed 
themselves. 

Corporate big shots John (James Brolin) and his 
milquetoast buddy Peter (Richard Benjamin) check 
into West World for the vacation of a lifetime, 
bedding down with saloon girls (these robots really 
are fully interactive), playing at outlaws and getting 
into shoot-outs with the enigmatic black-clad 
Gunslinger model (Yul Brynner). 

Before you can yell ‘short circuit’, the robots blow a 
collective fuse and go on the rampage, leaving the 
resurrected Gunslinger to relentlessly hunt down the 
friends. 

Apart from being a cracking tale of science gone 
wrong and the first film to feature 2-D computer 
generated images, Westworld also serves as a witty 
deconstruction of the cinematic myths of the West 
and as a subversion of male machismo. 

Best of all is the genius casting of Brynner, sporting 
the same outfit he wore as Chris in the iconic The 
Magnificent Severn, he’s a chilling presence and you 
can see why his unemotional, relentless pursuit was 
the inspiration for Halloween's Michael Myers.

COOL HAND LUKE: DELUXE EDITION 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

One of the key films of its era and among Paul 
Newman’s best, 1967’s Cool Hand Luke looks as 
fresh as ever this remastered print and remains an 
impressive and emotionally engaging experience. 
Sentence to a rural prison hellhole in the Deep South 
for a minor crime, Luke (Newman) refuses to 
surrender his spirit of easy-going defiance, winning 
over fellow inmates on the chain-gang as he puts one 
over on The Man time and again, albeit mostly by 
sheer bull-headed endurance. 

Newman’s charisma makes Luke an appealing anti- 
hero, and in a film bristling with quotable lines 
(“What we have here is a failure to communicate”) 
and great supporting performances from the likes of 
George Kennedy, Harry Dean Stanton, Dennis 
Hopper, Strother Martin, Ralph Waite and Anthony 



Zerbe, it’s still his faintly mocking twinkle that stays in 
the mind as Lalo Schifrin’s quietly mournful guitar 
score picks away in the background. 

A big part of the film’s success has been its 
chameleon-like ability to appear to be all things to all 
people: in the turbulent ’60s, the stance of a maverick 
outsider against the system made Luke an anti¬ 
authoritarian figure, albeit just another rebel without a 
cause beyond a refusal to conform; those of a 
religious bent can read him as a Christ metaphor, 
suffering for the sake suffering to liberate the hearts of 
his fellows (and leaving Kennedy’s Dragline to serve 
as his St Paul); there’s also something of the 
Nietzschean about him, as what can’t kill him really 
does make him a stronger threat. 

This deluxe edition features a commentary by 
Newman historian Erix Lax, featurette A Natural Born 
World-Shaker: The Making Of Cool Hand Luke and a 
trailer.

LOGAN’S RUN 

(Warner Home Video, 12, retail) 

Wearing a little less well than Westworld, 1976’s 
Logan’s Run is nevertheless still a lot of kitschy fun. 

In a post-apocalyptic future where humanity lives 
inside a sprawling city of hermetically sealed domes 
and the outside world is strictly off-limits, life revolves 
around Carousel - a public spectacle in which 
everyone reaching the age of 30 is killed off to 
preserve precious resources. 

Logan (Michael York) is a sandman, a cop tasked 
with disposing of runaways who don’t fancy being 
zapped with lasers while floating above a baying 
populace. Despatched by the city’s controlling 
artificial intelligence to hunt down fugitives and 
destroy their rumoured safe haven of Sanctuary on 


the outside, he himself becomes the hunted once he 
hooks up with underground activist Jessica (Jenny 
Agutter). 

Despite having a weak-as-dishwater hero in York, the 
film’s a campy visual feast; in this future, most people 
wear colour-keyed togas, employ technology that 
looks comprised of coloured plastic shapes and travel 
from dome to dome on painstakingly constructed but 
still evidently miniature railways. 

It also has some strong moments, such as Logan’s 
discovery of the fate of all the runaways who made it 
out, and Peter Ustinov putting in a delightful last act 
appearance.

SMART PEOPLE 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

Pitching for the same audience as the superior The 
Squid And The Whale, this is another loose and 
meandering saga of domestic and emotional turmoil 
in middle-class urban America. 

Dennis Quaid is a once-respected English professor 
who just can’t seem to get out from under the weight 
of his grief for his dead wife, his son (Ashton Holmes) 
is remote, his daughter (Ellen Page) is an insufferable 
right-wing prig and his adopted slacker brother 
(Thomas Haden Church) has dropped by to freeload. 
But after suffering a minor collapse he meets nurse 
Janet (Sarah Jessica Parker), a former student who 
had a crush on him and with whom he might just 
find a way back to the land of the emotionally living. 
Director Noam Murro keeps Mark Poirer’s smart script 
moving along nicely and there’s a solid line in 
sardonic wit, but it’s really Quaid’s committed 
performance that keeps the whole thing interesting.

T HERE are plenty of 
good reasons why 
the Mini is still the 
small car of the moment. 

Mini Mkll brought in better 
engines, an improved cabin 
and subtly refreshed styling, 
as well as an expanded range 
including the Cooper D and 
the Clubman with its extra 
doors. 

There have been a few rivals 
aiming to reproduce the 
formula, but none of them quite 
matched its appealing looks and 
sharp driving experience. 

Now those rivals have something 
else to worry about. As if the 
Cooper S wasn’t hot enough, the 
Cooper S Works has rolled into 
the showrooms, sitting happily 
at the top of the range as the 
ultimate sporting Mini. 

As with the previous generation 
car, the addition of the Works 
tag brings with it mechanical 
and visual enhancements, 
putting it up against the quickest 
small hatches on the market. 

The shape of the new Mini is no 
longer a surprise but there are a 
handful of changes to the Works 
version. The attractive 17-inch 
alloy wheels are standard, as are 
the aerodynamic body changes 
including a roof spoiler and deep 
front apron. 

At the rear, a twin exhaust hints 
at the performance on offer and 
delivers greater sound and 
performance, while a number of 
Works badges dotted around the 
exterior confirm that this is the 
hottest Mini. 

The cabin is also a smarter place 
to be. Leather trim is fitted as 
standard, with a smart 
anthracite roof lining to match. 
The chunky sports steering 
wheel is also leather-wrapped, 
and the large central 
speedometer is graduated to 
160mph - not something you 
expect to see on a car this size. 
The fascia is finished in piano 
black plastic, which is a nice 
touch and helps the luxury 
feeling. The rest is relatively 
standard Mini, so although it’s 
not the biggest on the inside, 
anyone choosing to sign on the 
dotted line will know what 
they're getting. 

And don’t forget, there’s always 
the Clubman. 

Mechanically, the Works starts 
where the Cooper S leaves off 
but withsome significant 
modifications rather than just 
turning up the boost. 

The 1.6-litre powerplant is as 
before, but a larger turbocharger, 
a de-restricted exhaust system 
and revised valve specification 
all help to increase the 
performance. It packs a mighty 
208bhp and 2061b/ft of torque, 
and that torque comes in at just 
l,800rpm, giving it the flexibility 
to be both relaxing and fun to 
drive. 

Unsurprisingly the brakes have 
been overhauled, with larger 
discs than the Cooper S model, 


but the suspension is unchanged. 
The regular car does a fine job of 
mixing ride and handling, but 
you can also specify a sports 
suspension package from the 
options list. 

There’s electronic trickery on 
your side, though, as the Works 
offers dynamic traction control, 
acting like limited slip 
differential with the stability 
control fully switched off. 

You can’t drive more than a few 
hundred yards before the 
temptation to explore the 


performance is overwhelming. 
With so much torque on offer, a 
slight squeeze of the accelerator 
is all that is required. 

It pushes hard all through the 
rev range and while it may 
sound surprisingly muted from 
the inside, crack open the 
window a fraction and you can 
hear the exhaust popping away 
with enthusiasm. It is a very 
rapid car, there’s no doubt about 
it. 

The fun continues through the 
bends, as you might expect. It 


may be a deceptively large car, 
but the Mini is still smaller than 
its key rivals and this pays off 
when you start to press on. 

Its relative compactness means it 
reacts sharply - the brakes are 
strong, the steering accurate and 
the suspension digs in and finds 
grip in great quantities. Leave 
the electronic nannies on fully 
and you can feel how hard they 
have to work, but switch them off 
partially or completely and a few 
tugs of the steering wheel are all 
there is to remind you that this 
is front-wheel drive. 


So the Mini John Cooper Works 
has the looks, performance and 
handling that puts it right up at 
the forefront of the full-on hot 
hatchbacks, but if anything its 
biggest problem is sibling 
rivalry. 

The regular Cooper S offers 
nine-tenths of the experience at 
four-fifths of the price and for 
some it will be more than 
enough. However, far fewer 
Works versions on the road, 
there are plenty of people out 
there who will pay a premium to 
have access to the ultimate Mini.
